800 TONS OF BOMBS DROPPED 
27 Planes From Guam 
Hit Cong, Results Nil 


SAIGON 
(U PI) — Twenty- 
seven giant B52 eight-jet bomb­ 
ers of the strategic Air Force 
flew 2,600 miles from Guam to­ 
day and dropped an estim ated 
800 tons of bombs on a patch 
of jungle in South Viet Nam. 


An Am erican m ilitary spokes­ 
m an 
said the raid—the first 
tim e the B52s have been used 
in com bat—apparently failed to 
kill 
a 
single 
Viet 
Cong. 
A 
search 
of 
the 
jungle 
area 
turned up only one body and 
the spokesman said the man 
had been killed earlier in a 
ground engagem ent. It was not 
known whether the Viet Cong 
had removed bombing casual­ 
ties from the area before the 
South Vietnam ese arrived. 


Two of the big planes col­ 
lided over the South China Sea 
and crashed with the apparent

The township

the record $8,500,278.73 budget 
which it had 
tentatively 
ap­ 
proved last month. 


The tax rate will be 74 mills 
for the third straight year. To 
the taxpayer it m eans paying 
$7.40 on each $100 of assessed 
valuation or about $222 annually 
to the average Bristol Township 
homeowner. 


The school 
directors 
again 
adopted the real estate transfer 
tax which yields an estim ated 
$50,000 annually to the school 
district.

Bible Debate Spurs Public Support 
School Issue Gives Nazis New Life 


Editor’s Note: This is the third of five articles on the inner 
workings of a developing cell of neo-Nazi activity in the 
Bucks-Montgomery county area. The name of the boy in the 
series has been changed to eliminate personal publicity which 
he seeks.

Just when the American Nazi movement in the 
Greater Philadelphia area seemed to be fading, 
an Eastern Montgomery County School District in­ 
advertently gave it new life. 


Here’s how it happened: 


Mel Gordon, a student at Upper Moreland 
Township High School, Willow Grove, and leader 
of the White Youth Corps, a neo-Nazi group, ap­ 
peared at a local school board meeting and com­ 
plained Zen Buddhist literature was being read 
over the school’s public address system during 
opening exercises. 


Several months earlier, the board decided 
inspirational literature would be read to students 
as a substitute for Bible reading, which had been 
banned by the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Gordon argued that since the Bible wasn’t ac­ 
ceptable reading material, the philosophy of Bud­ 
dhism certaintly wasn’t either. 


The board voted 4-3 to scrap the reading of all 
religious material and instructed school officials to 
prepare a list of literature acceptable for reading. 
The list was to be approved by the school board. 


Just What It Wanted 


The publicity given the incident was just what 
Gordon’s neo-Nazi group needed. 


Today, Gordon recalls the board’s decision as 
“our first big public advancement. When we won 
that decision the people began to see that we be­ 
lieved in Christianity.” 


Almost immediately I became aware of in­ 
creased Nazi activity. One Willow Grove woman 
flew a Nazi flag in the rear yard of her home. 


She told me she and her husband were openly 
supporting Gordon in view of Negro demands for 
what she termed “special rights.” 


Objectively, it must be said the civil rights 
movement has helped the American Nazi Party, 
particularly in large cities. 


Display of Support 


The first display of public support for Nazism 
came a little more than a year after Gordon’s 
(Contnued on Page 8, Col. 4)
